Danny  Riley  was  an  Ossipee  boy.  Born  in  Water  Village,  Danny  grew  to 
enjoy  the  outdoors  and  its  wildlife.  It  wasn't  long  before  he  became  a  real 
part  of  Ossipee.  There  were  few  who  didn't  know  him  and  fewer  who 
didn't  consider  him  to  be  a  good  man:  a  man  of  honesty  and  integrity. 

In  April  of  1973,  Danny  began  work  for  the  Town's  Highway 
Department  as  a  Truck  Driver.  He  quickly  fit  in  as  a  hard  working  individ- 
ual who  was  very  creative  in  solving  everyday  problems.  Equipment  repair 
seemed  a  pleasant  challenge,  and  all  enjoyed  his  good  humor  in  address- 
ing those  problems.  To  toss  away  when  one  could  repair  was  considered  a 
ghastly  sin.  Once,  drive  wheel  teeth  on  the  street  sweeper  had  worn  practi- 
cally smooth  from  thirty  years  of  use.  No  problem.  In  a  couple  of  hours 


Danny  had  fabricated  new  teeth  and  he  pronounced  the  sweeper  "good  as 


new." 


Personally,  Danny  enjoyed  an  uncomplicated  life  with  his  wife, 
Cheryl,  and  his  two  sons,  Michael  and  Danny,  Jr.  He  enjoyed  raising  and 
trading  farm  animals  and  kept  a  pair  of  oxen  in  a  field  behind  the  house. 
Danny  was  a  proud  member  of  the  Center  Ossipee  Fire  Department  for 
many  years. 

His  passing  leaves  a  void  difficult  to  fill.  We  will  all  miss  the  contribu- 
tions he  has  made  to  the  Highway  Department  and  the  community  he 
loved  so  much.

The  polls  closed  at  7:00  PM.  After  the  ballots  were  counted  and  results 
announced  at  10:30  PM  the  meeting  was  recessed  to  an  adjourned  meeting  on 
Wednesday,  March  10,  1993  at  7:00  PM. 
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You  are  also  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  on  the  second  Wednesday  of 
March  next,  being  the  10th  day  of  March,  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening  (7:00 
p.m.)  to  act  on  the  follou'ing  articles: 

The  meeting  resumed  at  7:00  PM  by  Moderator,  Leon  Taylor.  Boy  Scout  Troop 
NO.  234  presented  the  flag.  Rev.  Ray  Leavitt  delivered  the  invocation. 
Introductions  of  the  Officers  &  Budget  Committee. 

Selectman  John  PIcard  congratulated  the  candidates  and  thanked  Selectman 
John  Fogarty  for  the  many  years  of  service  to  our  town.  Picard  explained  the 
lengthy  budget  process  and  made  mention  of  the  fact  that  the  school  budget 
makes  up  76%  of  our  budget.  He  also  expressed  his  concern  that  apparently  only 
78  Ossipee  voters  attended  the  school  meeting.  Moderator  Leon  Taylor  explained 
the  rules  of  the  meeting.  He  asked  that  all  non-voters  be  seated  up  front.  He  also 
made  note  that  Nancy  Colville,  a  non-resident,  wishes  to  speak-permission  by 
the  body  was  granted. 

The  moderator  also  announced  that  everyone  will  have  a  chance  to  be  heard 
and  reminded  them  that  the  meeting  was  being  recorded.  The  moderator  asked 
we  speak  to  the  moderator;  not  to  others  in  the  room.  Vile,  vulgar,  abusive 
language  not  permitted.  Speaker  will  please  use  microphone. 

The  Moderator  briefly  described  certain  NH  Statutes  and  Moderator's  rules 
applicable  to  this  town  meeting. 

1)  Details  of  statute  relative  to  reconsideration  of  articles  to  be  voted  on. 

2)  How  to  obtain  a  secret  ballot  on  any  article. 

3)  To  "Call  the  question"  is  a  motion  to  cut  off  debate  requiring  a  2/3 
majority  vote  to  be  passed  by  those  present  and  voting. 

4)  Decisions  and  rules  set  forth  by  moderator  can  be  overruled  by  simple 
majority  vote  on  a  motion  to  do  so. 

5)  Moderator  will  call  others  first  before  recognizing  a  previous  speaker  for  a 
second  time. 

6)  Moderator  will  accept  only  2  amendments  to  the  original  article.  We  will 
then  vote  on  article  as  amended,  and  then  return  to  the  amended  article  for 
further  discussion. 

7)  All  voting  on  articles  and  motions  will  be  by  show  of  hands — except 
when  a  secret  ballot  is  called  for. 

8)  Moderator  will  attempt  to  make  sure  that  all  who  wish  to  speak  will  be 
given  the  opportunity  to  do  that;  and  will  maintain  order  in  carrying  out  his 
duties. 

The  meeting  began  with  an  inquiry  about  holding  the  meeting  on  a  second 
night  if  the  meeting  runs  late.  A  motion  for  setting  a  time  to  recess  was  defeated. 
The  Moderator  said  that  we  would  not  pass  over  articles,  that  he  would  allow 
discussion  on  each  article.  A  motion  to  overrule  the  moderator  was  defeated. 
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ARTICLE  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($250,000)  for  the  purpose  of  revaluation  of  the 
Town,  and  said  sum  to  be  in  addition  to  any  Federal,  State,  or  private  funds  made 
available  therefore,  and  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  not  more  than  two  hundred 
fifty  thousand  dollars  ($250,000.00)  of  bonds  or  notes  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (RSA  Chapter  33)  and  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  and  notes  and  to 
determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon.  (Submitted  by  the  Selectmen) 
(Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee)  (2/3  ballot  vote  required) 

Selectmen  John  Picard  and  Wayne  Aleska  spoke  of  the  needs  to  support  this 
article.  They  explained  the  method  of  market  value  to  be  used,  who  would  be 
hired  and  hoped  the  project  would  be  completed  by  June  of  1994. 

A  motion  was  made  to  amend  this  to  $185,000.  Extensive  discussion 
followed  concerning  the  amount  it  would  cost  and  who  would  be  performing  the 
work.  Motion  to  amend  to  $185,000  was  defeated. 

Discussion  followed  concerning  the  cost  and  whether  the  added  revenue 
from  the  revaluation  would  cover  the  cost. 

At  8:25  PM  we  began  the  casting  of  the  secret  ballots,  holding  the  polls  open 
for  one  hour  we  found  the  vote  of  the  people  as  follows:

ARTICLE  14:  To  see  if  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Ossipee  will  vote  to  specifically 
direct  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Ossipee  to  actively  seek  the  withdraw  of  the 
Town  of  Ossipee  from  the  Governor  Wentworth  Regional  School  District. 
(Submitted  by  Petition) 

Discussion  on  Article  14  was  held  during  the  one  hour  waiting  period  for  the 
poll  of  Article  12.  Motion  was  made  and  seconded  and  passed  to  open  Article 
14.  Apparently  this  article  was  not  reading  as  intended  by  the  petitioner.  The 
petitioner  meant  to  look  into  withdrawing  from  the  district  not  to  vote  on 
withdrawing.  Donald  Meader,  our  School  Board  member,  spoke  on  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  withdrawing  from  the  Regional  School  District.  He  highly 
recommended  we  not  go  ahead  with  this  without  knowing  what  the  cost  would 
be.  Lengthy  discussions  followed  about  the  possibility  of  forming  a  regional 
district  of  our  own  and  it  was  concluded  that  we  should  take  another  approach 
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and  research  the  cost  before  withdrawing.  A  motion  to  amend  to  change  it  to 
read  to  "Be  studies  by  our  town"  was  defeated. 

At  9:27  PM  it  was  announced  that  the  polls  to  vote  on  Article  12  were- 
closed.  The  ballot  clerks  began  counting  the  ballots  when  James  Kazolias 
objected  and  wanted  a  police  officer  to  view  the  counting  process.  The 
moderator  denied. 

Discussion  continued  on  withdrawing  from  the  school  district  under  Article 
14.  Another  motion  was  made  by  John  Picard  and  Mrs.  Swanson  to  direct  the 
Selectmen  to  form  a  committee  to  look  into  this  and  return  results  of  a  study  by 
June  1st.  These  motions  were  withdrawn.  After  the  discussion  on  this  article  and 
amendments  had  been  dealt  with,  and  before  any  voting  cold  take  place  on  the 
final  wording  of  the  article,  the  Moderator  announced  that  he  had  received  a  list 
of  more  than  7  registered  and  present  voting  residents  requesting  a  secret  ballot 
be  used  on  the  final  vote  on  the  article.  David  Helme  made  a  motion  to  table 
Article  14,  it  was  seconded  and  voted  to  table.  The  selectmen  agreed  to  discuss 
forming  a  committee  at  their  meeting  this  coming  Monday  night.

Discussion  again  followed  about  recessing  at  11:00  PM.  A  hand  count  was 
taken:

1993  Annual  Report 

1993  was  a  rebuilding  year  for  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds.  Member  Joseph  Skehan 
was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  June  Loud  was  elected  to  fill  his 
position  on  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Members  now  consist  of  Joan  Bishop,  June  Loud, 
and  Chairman  George  Lynch. 

The  Town  Trustees  were  also  granted  custody  of  the  "Lyford  A.  Merrow 
Scholarship  Fund"  and  the  "Daniel  Merrow,  Junior  and  Elizabeth  Brewster  Merrow 
Hospital  Fund."  Full  transfer  and  control  of  these  funds  should  be  completed  by  the 
end  of  this  year. 

A  workshop  was  conducted  for  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  by  Terry  Knowles, 
Registrar  of  Trust,  State  of  New  Hampshire  in  October,  and  much  knowledge  on 
procedures  was  gained  from  her  visit. 

We  also  hosted  a  seminar,  conducted  by  the  Municipal  Services  Division  and 
the  State  Registrar  of  Charitable  Trusts  Unit,  State  of  New  Hampshire,  this  past 
February  for  all  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  in  the  region. 

It  is  the  goal  of  the  trustees  for  1994  to  guard  the  town's  trust  funds  and  to 
obtain  the  highest  return  on  those  funds  within  the  guidelines  of  the  Trust 
Regulations.

1993  has  been  a  busy  and  rewarding  year  at  Ossipee  Public  Library.  The  Library 
has  gained  247  new  patrons,  over  600  new  books,  over  30  new  videos,  has 
expanded  its  collection  of  "Books  on  Tape/'  and  has  started  a  core  collection  of 
classical  music  audio  tapes.  The  Library  has  also  started  borrowing  Large  Print 
books  from  the  State  Library. 

January  was  quiet,  but  February  saw  the  resumption  of  the  Meeting  Room 
being  used  for  the  Comfort  Quilters,  a  crafts  class,  and  the  volunteers  from  IRS  for 
tax  preparation  assistance.  Volunteer  Marius  Brookheizen,  "Mr.  B."  to  the  kids, 
along  with  the  Library  Director,  opened  pre-schoolers'  eyes  (and  ears)  to  the 
beauty  of  opera.  "Mr.  B."  read  a  book  entitled  "The  Bear  Who  Loved  Puccini," 
and  during  appropriate  spots,  the  Library  Director  (hiding  in  the  stacks)  played 
excerpts  from  "La  Boh^me."  When  done,  the  children  didn't  ask  for  more  stories, 
but  for  more  music!  The  Friends  of  Ossipee  Public  Library,  keeping  in  the 
Valentine  spirit,  sold  cut  flowers  in  the  Meeting  Room  as  a  fund  raiser. 
Unfortunately,  the  weather  didn't  cooperate!  Children  were  invited  to  the  Library 
for  Valentine  stories  and  to  make  Valentines.  The  IRS  volunteers  met  through 
March,  and  Bonnie  Ainsworth  taught  classes  in  creating  handcrafted  stuffed 
bunnies.  Pre-schoolers  wrote  and  illustrated  their  own  stories;  Mr.  B.  copied  and 
bound  them  for  the  children  to  take  home  tQ  share. 

April  saw  "Wacky  Hat"  day  for  the  pres-choolers  who  attend  the  Story-time 
held  on  Tuesdays.  "Mud  Season  Matinees"  were  held  for  three  consecutive 
Tuesday  afternoons.  Videos  shown  included  "50  Years  of  Navy  Seabees,"  "The 
Signs  and  Rhymes  of  Burma  Shave,"  and  "The  Unsinkable  Delta  Queen."  In  May, 
the  Effingham  Art  Club  presented  their  first  exhibit  in  the  Children's  Area  of  the 
Library.  Included  in  the  show  were  works  that  were  received  on  an  exchange 
basis  with  children  in  Switzerland.  An  open  house,  with  refreshments,  was  held 
one  evening. 

The  Trustees  of  Ossipee  Public  Library  held  their  annual  Perennial  and  Herb 
Sale  on  the  Library  grounds.  The  proceeds  of  this  year's  sale  went  into  the  design 
and  implementation  of  the  Ruth  Loring  Memorial  Shakespeare  Herb  Garden. 
Ruth  Loring  passed  away  in  April.  A  beloved  Library  Trustee  for  15  years,  she  will 
be  missed.  The  garden  contains  herbs  that  are  mentioned  in  Shakespeare's  works. 
The  Library  Director  and  a  Trustee  researched,  designed,  co-ordinated  the 
construction  and  planted  the  garden  themselves.  An  accompanying  booklet  was 
also  designed  by  them.  Many  townspeople  helped  make  this  project  possible — 
Gordon  Berry,  Glen  Mason,  Skehan's  Lumber,  Ken  Zilisch,  Chris  White  and 
Ossipee  Centeral  School,  Rodney  White  and  the  Town  Highway  Department, 
Dick  Ziegler  and  Peter  Lambert.  Their  co-operation  illustrates  just  how  many  lives 
Ruth  Loring  had  touched.

The  Library  lost  another  terrific  supporter  with  the  death  of  Jean  Greene,  a 
loyal  volunteer  whose  assistance  was  greatly  valued. 

June  saw  the  wrap-up  of  the  Pre-school  Story-time  in  order  to  get  ready  for 
the  summer  reading  program.  The  planning  and  construction  of  the  "Ruth  Loring 
Shakespeare  Herb  Garden"  were  moving  along,  and  the  plants  were  put  into  the 
garden  bed. 

In  the  Meeting  Room  in  July,  local  artist  Linda  Roberge  held  an  open  house 
and  art  show.  The  summer  reading  program  was  off  with  a  bang  on  July  6th  with 
27  kids  on  Tuesday  and  69  on  Wednesday  in  attendance.  This  year's  theme  was 
"Ketchup  on  Your  Reading."  Building  on  that,  we  chose  a  picnic  theme  in  the 
Library.  199  hungry  ants  traveled  from  the  Library  entrance  to  a  picnic  set-up  in 
the  Children's  Area.  The  children  shared  books  about  foods  in  different  countries 
and  at  different  times  in  history.  Camp  Marist  resumed  their  weekly  visits  to  the 
Library.  One  day  in  July  we  had  over  150  children  in  the  Library.  A  program  from 
the  Manchester  Union  Leader,  "SNAP,"  was  a  success  for  94  local  children  who 
learned  how  a  newspaper  is  printed  and  distributed  and  then  toured  the  facilities 
of  the  "Carroll  County  Independent"  the  following  week.  Jerry  and  Nancy  Bell, 
formerly  of  Scotland,  regaled  a  crowd  of  over  70  to  Scottish  stories  and  songs 
played  on  authentic  instruments.  They  gave  the  Library  a  special  discount  in  price 
in  exchange  for  meals  and  board.  A  Trustee  and  the  Library  Director  were  only 
too  happy  to  comply. 

August  saw  the  dedication  of  The  Ruth  Loring  Shakespeare  Herb  Garden. 
Catherine  Ziegler  and  Lindalee  Lambert  hosted  the  dedication  and  the 
refreshments.  A  program  on  the  history  of  potpourri  was  then  presented  in  the 
Meeting  Room.  On  the  following  day,  the  Little  Red  Wagon  Caravan  wrapped  up 
the  summer  reading  program.  Over  185  children  and  adults  were  treated  to 
stories  and  plays  on  the  Library  Lawn.  In  keeping  with  a  picnic  theme,  cookies 
and  lemonade  were  served.  Awards  and  certificates  were  handed  out  to  all 
reading  program  participants.  349  books  were  read  by  the  children — in  six 
weeks'  time!  The  third  annual  concert  with  Blockhaven  at  Brewster  was  a  popular 
at*:raction  in  the  Meeting  Room.  Eighteen  young  musicians  played  excerpts  from 
Beethoven,  Baiaz,  Borodin  and  Ravel. 

In  September,  the  pre-school  story-time  resumed,  and  three  kindergarten 
classes  from  Ossipee  Central  School  started  taking  weekly  trips  to  the  Library.  All 
of  the  children  were  treated  to  stories,  but  more  importantly,  they  learned  to 
listen  and  to  behave  in  a  different  setting,  in  October,  the  Ossipee  Pre-School 
included  the  Library  in  their  field  trips  to  various  places  in  the  town.  We  shared  a 
Library  tour  and  special  stories.  The  children  made  a  lovely  thank-you  card 
which  was  on  display  in  the  Library.  Norm  Gauthier's  program  "N.H.  Haunted 
Places"  was  a  popular  program  again  this  year.  The  Friends  sponsored  the 
program  and  served  refreshments.  "Uncle  Fester"  of  the  Addams  family  returned, 
too,  with  spooky  stories  for  younger  children  for  Halloween.  The  old  section  of 
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the  Library  was  "under  wraps"  for  a  re-painting.  While  the  Library  was  in  disarray, 
furniture,  magazines,  reference  materials  were  cleaned  up  and  re-arranged. 

"Connections,"  a  program  for  adult  students,  was  hosted  by  the  Library  in 
November  and  December.  The  students  read  and  discussed  children's  literature 
and  shared  with  family  members  the  books  they  were  given.  Two  classes  on 
making  a  quilted  wall  hanging  were  held  in  the  Meeting  Room,  and  the  Comfort 
Quitters,  in  conjunction  with  Families  Matter,  held  a  bib-making  workshop. 

In  December,  the  Library  hosted  a  RALI  (Rochester  Area  Libraries)  meeting, 
with  the  Library  Director  and  Trustees  supplying  home-baked  refreshments.  The 
Big  Brothers/Big  Sisters  organization  held  an  open  house  in  the  Library,  and  the 
Friends  decorated  the  Library  for  the  holidays.  And  of  course,  Mrs.  Santa  hosted 
her  annual  Bed-Time  Stories  for  over  80  pajama-clad  children  and  adults. 

In  order  to  keep  current  with  advances  in  the  Library  world,  the  Library 
Director  attended  meetings  on  the  state,  regional  and  local  levels  throughout  the 
year.  She  has  also  successfully  completed  two  courses:  Microcomputers  in 
Libraries,  and  Collection  and  Development. 

The  Friends  of  Ossipee  Public  Library  have  continued  their  invaluable 
support.  They  have  sold  Valentine  flowers,  shrubs  and  trees,  maintained  the 
"Bookseller"  on  a  monthly  basis,  underwritten  the  "Blockhaven  at  Brewster" 
concert  and  "N.H.  Haunted  Places"  with  Norm  Gauthier,  continued  their  "Book, 
Bake  and  Raffle  Sale,"  baked  bought  and  served  refreshments  at  various  programs, 
decorated  the  Library  for  the  holidays,  purchased  software  for  staff  use,  and  a  set 
of  1993  encyclopedias  for  the  reference  room.  Without  their  support,  financial 
and  otherwise,  the  Library  would  not  be  the  lovely  place  that  it  is. 

All  functions  that  take  place  in  the  Library  Meeting  Room  are  open  to  the 
public.  Groups  that  have  met  in  there  include: 

Carroll  County  N.O.W.;  Working  Capital;  Ossipee  Valley  Women's  Club; 
College  for  LifeLong  Learning;  Ossipee  Historical  Society;  RALI  (Rochester  Area 
Libraries);  Center  of  Hope;  Friends  of  Ossipee  Public  Library;  Ossipee  Public 
Library  Trustees. 

Volunteers  are  the  backbone  of  Ossipee  Public  Library.  The  tasks  that  they 
perform  are  varied  (shelving  books  to  cutting  out  199  ants),  and  the  time  that  our 
group  of  volunteers  put  in  is  invaluable.  Our  corps  includes:  Sylvia  Witherell, 
Edith  Gimpel,  Barbara  Hynes,  Isabella  Clark,  Eleanor  Bassett,  Marius 
Brookheizen,  Pat  Clark,  Barbara  Roulston,  Robert  Weeman,  and  Peter  Lambert.

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OSSIPEE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
Annual  Report  1993 

This  past  year  was  a  difficult,  but  productive  year  for  the  Ossipee  Police 
Department.  We  have  just  completed  our  first  full  year  in  our  nev^  facility,  and 
this  has  proven  to  be  tremendously  helpful  in  conducting  our  business  in  a  more 
orderly  fashion. 

One  of  my  main  goals  v^hen  I  was  selected  as  Chief  was  to  continue  to 
improve  the  services  provided  by  this  department  to  the  absolute  best  of  our 
ability. 

During  this  past  year,  with  the  help  of  the  judges  of  the  Ossipee  District 
Court,  we  have  undertaken  a  project  involving  community  service  sentencing. 
Under  this  program,  individuals  convicted  of  minor  non-violent  offenses  are 
sentenced  to  perform  hours  of  community  service.  Such  projects  have  included 
roadside  trash  pickup,  painting,  yard  work,  etc.  The  individuals  sentenced  under 
this  program  are  giving  something  back  to  our  community,  rather  than  sending  a 
fine  to  the  State.  To  date,  thousands  of  dollars  worth  of  work  have  been 
performed. 

We  continue  to  have  an  active  juvenile  diversion  program,  where  first-time 
juvenile  offenders  are  given  a  variety  of  terms  to  abide  by,  rather  than  proceeding 
with  court  action.  This  program,  worked  in  partnership  with  the  parents,  has 
helped  many  young  people  get  back  on  the  right  track. 

The  DARE  program,  under  the  direction  of  Sgt.  Don  Grow,  continued  to 
thrive  at  our  elementary  school.  I  truly  believe  that  this  program,  and  as 
importantly,  the  relationship  which  has  developed  between  Sgt.  Grow  and  the 
kids  in  this  program,  is  extremely  valuable,  and  if  just  one  child  chooses  to 
remain  drug  free  as  a  result,  then  our  efforts  are  worthwhile.  The  DARE  program 
continues  to  receive  tremendous  support  through  the  generous  donations  of 
individuals  and  organizations  too  numerous  to  list. 

This  past  year,  we  have  continued  to  receive  much  needed  equipment 
through  donations.  A  new  video  recorder  was  donated  for  the  interview  room,  a 
new  fax  machine  for  the  office,  new  camera  equipment  for  the  cruisers,  and  a 
donation  for  an  in-car  video  system.  This  equipment  has  helped  us  to  improve 
our  service  at  no  expense  to  the  taxpayer.  To  those  who  have  donated  these 
items,  i  sincerely  thank  you. 

This  past  year  we  applied  for  and  received  several  grants  through  the  New 
Hampshire  Highway  Safety  Agency.  We  received  two  DWI  patrol  grants  which 
totaled  nearly  two  thousand  dollars.  This  grant  allowed  us  to  put  an  extra  car  out 
on  certain  nights  specifically  for  DWI  enforcement.  We  also  received  a  grant  for 
two  thousand  dollars  which,  together  with  a  donation,  is  purchasing  an  in-car 
video  system  for  one  of  the  cruisers  This  piece  of  equipment  is  gong  to  help  In 
prosecuting,  training,  and  liability  protection.  We  will  continue  to  seek  any 
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funding  available  which  can  improve  our  services  without  raising  our  property 
taxes. 

I  cannot  begin  to  express  how  very  fortunate  we  are  to  have  the  caliber  of 
men  and  women  which  we  have  in  this  department.  They  give  above  and 
beyond  what  is  expected  of  them  throughout  the  year.  The  single  most  important 
quality  in  small  town  police  officers  is  that  they  care  about  the  people  and  the 
community,  and  ours  do. 

it  is  truly  scary  to  see  the  crime  and  senseless  violence  which  is  sweeping  this 
country  like  a  disease.  There  was  a  time  when  we  were  insulated  from  these  "city 
problems."  We  as  a  community  can  no  longer  afford  to  take  our  quality  of  life  for 
granted.  This  police  department  cannot  do  it  alone.  All  of  us  must  work  together 
to  preserve  what  is  right,  and  to  change  what  is  wrong. 

In  the  following  pages,  you  will  see  a  breakdown  of  activity  and  arrests  for 
1993.  You  can  see  that  the  trends  continue  in  the  alarming  number  of  cases 
involving  the  abuse  of  children.  While  the  number  reported  by  us  is  down 
slightly  from  last  year,  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  we  referred  several  cases  to  both 
the  State  Police  and  the  Sheriffs  Department  because  we  were  overloaded. 
Another  area  of  particular  concern  is  the  increase  this  department  saw  in 
domestic  violence  assaults.  A  few  short  years  ago,  most  domestic  calls  were  for 
arguments;  now  in  a  majority  of  these  calls  either  an  assault  has  occurred  or  is  in 
progress.  We  know  that  many  abused  children  grow  up  to  be  abusers,  and  that 
children  who  are  raised  in  a  violent  household  often  end  up  in  an  abusive 
relationship.  We  must,  therefore,  break  this  cycle. 

While  I  am  extremely  proud  of  the  level  of  service  being  provided  by  this 
department,  because  of  the  level  of  our  criminal  case  load  such  as  the  child 
abuse  cases,  which  have  to  take  priority,  the  amount  of  time  spent  on  patrol  and 
specifically  speed  enforcement  has  suffered.  For  the  safety  of  all  of  us,  and  in 
particular  for  the  safety  of  our  children,  I  know  that  motor  vehicle  enforcement  is 
essential.  I  have  proposed  that  the  Town  hire  another  full-time  officer.  I  did  not 
make  this  decision  lightly,  and  as  a  taxpayer,  I  do  not  want  my  property  taxes  to 
go  up  any  more  than  anyone  else  does.  I  do  strongly  feel  that  this  is  necessary  to 
maintain  the  high  level  of  service  that  we  have  come  to  expect  from  this 
department. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  State  Police,  and  the  Carroll  County  Sheriff's 
Department,  as  well  as  the  police  departments  around  us,  for  their  help 
throughout  the  year,  the  staff  at  Town  Hall  for  all  their  help,  and  the  countless 
number  of  individuals  who  have  helped  us  and  supported  us  through  kind  words 
and  deeds.  ,

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

1993  was  a  year  of  achievement,  failure,  and  controversy  for  the  Selectmen.  The 
three  often  go  together. 

The  Selectmen  and  Municipal  Union  workers  signed  a  three-year  c  itract  in 
the  spring  which  included  new  agreements  and  policies  designed  tu  ncrease 
communication  and  keep  us  working  together. 

Just  after  Town  Meeting,  the  whole  of  New  England  was  hit  with  a  nasty 
storm.  Pre-storm  predictions  indicated  snow,  sleet,  rain,  and  then  more  snow. 
Accumulations  were  predicted  in  feet.  Ossipee's  Emergency  Management  Team 
was  one  of  the  first  in  the  area  making  preparations  to  handle  any  emergency 
under  adverse  conditions.  With  the  new  Police  Station  as  headquarters,  the 
community  pulled  together  with  each  member  being  assigned  his  detailed  role. 
Some  seniors  were  evacuated  from  their  homes  while  an  inventory  of  others  with 
specific  needs  was  prepared.  Thank  God  it  did  not  rain,  and  the  storm  dumped 
only  a  few  feet.  Many  thanks  to  the  three  Precincts,  the  Ossipee  Concerned 
Citizens,  and  the  many  others  who  volunteered  their  time  to  be  part  of  the  team. 

The  Recreation  Department's  Summer  Camp  once  again  saw  record 
enrollment  of  about  110  children  per  day:  the  maximum  our  facility  can  hold.  It 
was  another  banner  year,  and  the  program  just  keeps  getting  better. 

The  new  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds  began  regular  meetings  and  successfully 
completed  their  first  reports  to  the  State. 

Cleaning  up:  repairs  to  the  back  of  the  Town  Hall  were  completed,  and  the 
cupola  was  rebuilt.  Sections  of  the  roof  were  replaced.  A  fire  alarm  system  was 
installed  throughout  the  building,  and  the  emergency  lighting  system  was 
overhauled.  The  gymnasium  heating  system  was  repaired.  Cleanup  was  not  just  at 
Town  Hall,  as  three  trailers  in  deplorable  condition  were  removed  from  around 
Town  as  health  hazards.  A  court  order  was  finally  received  allowing  the  Town  to 
clean  up  a  long-time  eyesore  on  Route  1 6. 

Alice  MacKinnon  was  hired  as  the  new  Assessor,  and  Maurice  "Bud" 
O'Donnell  took  over  as  Codes  Enforcement  Officer.  Danny  Riley's  passing  took 
us  all  by  surprise,  it  will  take  big  shoes  to  fill  his  spot. 

Pride  in  Ossipee  was  strong  as  ever.  Two  groups  recently  emerged  sponsoring 
events  to  celebrate  our  Town  and  its  history.  Residents  of  Granite  joined  to  form 
The  Granite  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  and  restoring  historic  sites 
in  Granite.  This  year  they  sponsored  the  first  annual  "Granite  Day"  which  was  a 
fantastic  success.  Their  membership  now  includes  non-Granite  residents.  The 
Ossipee  Old  Home  Week  citizens  group  held  their  first  meeting  in  August  this 
year  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  a  week-long  celebration  of  our  Town.  A 
report  from  this  group  is  included  in  this  annual  report. 

A  group  of  concerned  citizens  volunteered  to  renovate  the  YMCA  ballfield  in 
Ossipee  Corner  this  summer.  We  would  like  to  thank  all  those  who  donated  their 
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time  and  energy  in  such  an  anonymous  fashion  so  that  Ossipee  children  will 
have  a  first-class  ballfield. 

The  Folsom  Brook  project  saw  its  first  home  erected,  and  applications  are 
being  processed  for  this  new  affordable  housing  project. 

The  list  of  events  could  go  on  and  on.  Suffice  to  say  we  are  pleased  with  the 
increasing  number  of  citizens  willing  to  volunteer  their  time  for  our  community. 
We  all  must  remember  that  the  character  of  a  Town  is  comprised  by  the  character 
of  its  residents.  If  we  all  pull  together  in  our  areas  of  interest  and  expertise  we  will 
continue  to  move  in  a  positive  direction.  Together,  we  will  work  to  make  Ossipee 
a  better  place  to  live.

The  year  1993  was  busy  at  the  Community  Action  Office,  while  the 
economy  stays  on  the  decline  and  the  area  continues  to  grow,  the  needs  for 
services  are  increasing. 

Community  Action  Program  is  pleased  to  announce  that  during  the  past  year 
we  provided  the  Town  of  Ossipee  with  $132,823.57  of  dollars  value:  Fuel 
assistance,  $111,275.48;  Weatherization,  $10,103.35;  FEMA  funds,  $2,102.39; 
Homeless  funds,  $1,115.87;  USDA  &  FOOD,  $8,226.48. 

Our  agency  continues  to  provide  the  Town  of  Ossipee  with  a  direct  service 
in  Welfare,  often  linking  clients  with  other  services  and  agencies  available  to 
them  before  making  recommendations  to  the  Selectmen. 

We  appreciate  all  our  volunteers,  their  dedication  enabled  our  agency  to 
provide  the  services  that  have  become  so  necessary  in  these  economic  times.

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CARROLL  COUNTY  MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

Carroll  County  Mental  Health  Services  (CCMHS)  was  incorporated  as  a 
nonprofit  agency  in  1965.  Its  charter  mission  v^as  and  is  to  provide  accessible, 
high  quality  mental  health  services  to  the  residents  of  Carroll  County.  The 
services  to  individuals  with  a  major  mental  illness — day  programming,  residential 
services  and  vocational  services  are  subsidized  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 
The  outpatient  and  emergency  service  are  paid  for  by  patient  fees,  specialized 
grants,  fund  raising  and  town  appropriations. 

Individuals  who  utilize  the  outpatient  service  may  attend  anywhere  from  one 
to  fifty  visits  in  a  year.  They  are  treated  for  conditions  such  as  depression,  alcohol 
or  drug  abuse,  marital  dysfunction,  post  traumatic  stress  disorder,  or  suicidal ity. 
The  average  cost  for  each  hour  of  service  is  $60  (it  varies  depending  on  the 
professional  staff  member  seen,  the  length  of  the  visit,  and  whether  it  is  an  after 
hours  emergency  session).  During  FY  93,  174  Ossipee  residents  were  seen  for  a 
variety  of  clinic  services  of  1 ,538.25  hours  with  a  cost  of  over  $92,295. 

The  Agency's  services  are  funded  by  a  combination  of  fees  and  grants,  53% 
of  the  Agency  budget  is  generated  by  patient  fees  (this  includes  both  insurance 
payments  and  cash  paid  by  individuals).  The  Division  of  Mental  Health  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  provides  24%  of  the  funding.  Grants  from  the  Office  of 
Alcohol  and  Drug  Abuse  Prevention  and  from  the  Victim's  Assistance  Project  of 
the  Attorney  General's  office  fund  15%  of  the  outpatient  services.  The  budget  is 
balanced  with  the  town  appropriations  and  fund  raising.  This  year  we  are 
requesting  an  appropriation  of  $4,066  from  the  Town  of  Ossipee. 

Each  year  CCMHS  raises  approximately  $15,000  by  fundraising.  Our  annual 
Christmas  appeal  letter  raises  between  $5,000  and  $7,000.  Each  spring  we  hold 
our  annual  benefit  auction  known  as  Pizza  Mania,  sponsored  by  the  Brennan 
family,  in  1993  this  auction  raised  $6,300.  For  the  past  two  years  CCMHS  has 
been  the  recipient  of  the  proceeds  from  a  small-mouth  bass  fishing  tournament;  it 
raised  $1200  this  year.  The  Advisory  Council  of  CCMHS  also  hold  smaller  raffles, 
yard  sales  and/or  dances  each  year.  These  monies  and  the  monies  raised  by  the 
town  allow  the  agency  to  maintain  a  fee  schedule  based  on  income,  so  low 
income  and  uninsured  persons  may  receive  mental  health  services. 

There  are  no  other  nonprofit  agencies  which  provide  emergency  psychiatric 
services  or  outpatient  mental  health  services  in  Carroll  County.  There  are  several 
professionals  in  private  practice  in  the  area,  but  they  do  not  serve  low  income  or 
uninsured  individuals. 

If  we  did  not  receive  our  town  appropriations,  we  would  have  to  further 
limit  the  services  to  low  income  persons.  We  are  already  using  a  managed  care 
model  with  a  stringent  utilization  review  process.  One  goal  of  having  an 
accessible  outpatient/emergency  service  is  to  prevent  unnecessary  psychiatric 
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hospitalizations;  if  our  services  are  cut,  more  hospitalizations  may  result.  The 
statistical  summary  which  we  have  enclosed  shows  that  the  staff  of  CCMHS  had 
843  emergency  contacts  during  FY  93.  Reductions  in  our  budget  would  reduce 
the  staff's  ability  to  respond  quickly  to  these  service  requests;  again,  it  could 
result  in  unnecessary  hospitalizations.  Since  we  frequently  work  with  the  police 
department,  the  staff  of  Child  Protective  Services  and  the  staff  of  the  emergency 
room  of  the  Memorial  Hospital,  the  ability  of  the  staff  to  respond  to  requests  for 
assessment  and  case  disposition  would  be  reduced. 

During  the  past  28  years  the  services  of  CCMHS  have  been  recognized  as 
being  effective  and  accessible  to  the  residents  of  our  communities.  The  town 
appropriations  help  the  agency  to  maintain  the  availability  of  psychotherapy  and 
crisis  intervention  to  those  who  need  those  services.  We  hope  this  year  the 
residents  of  the  town  of  Ossipee  will  continue  to  support  efforts  of  the  programs 
of  Carroll  County  Mental  Health  Service. 
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LAKES  REGION  PLANNING  COMMISSION 
1993  Annual  Report 

The  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  is  a  voluntary  association  of  local 
communities  designated  by  area  towns  as  the  organization  that  brings  towns  and 
cities  within  the  Region  together.  By  associating  and  pooling  resources,  local 
governments  have  a  highly  trained  professional  staff  available  to  them  for  a  wide 
variety  of  services.  Areas  of  current  expertise  include  land  use  planning, 
transportation  planning,  master  planning,  environmental  planning,  capital 
improvement  programming,  impact  fee  studies,  economic  and  community 
development,  housing,  fiscal  and  environmental  impact  analysis,  geographic 
information  systems  and  computerized  cartography,  household  hazardous  waste 
collections  and  site  plan  review.  Communities  may  also  obtain  the  services  of  a 
professional  planner  on  a  regular  basis  through  our  circuit  rider  program.  The 
Commission  also  serves  as  a  collective  voice  in  issues  involving  the  state  and 
federal  government.  We  are  cognizant  of  the  role  we  have  to  protect  and  further 
the  interests  of  our  communities. 

Your  support  enables  the  LRPC  to  undertake  comprehensive  regional 
planning  and  to  carry  out  various  projects  and  programs  of  regional  benefit.  Over 
the  past  year,  the  LRPC: 

•  Provided  consultation  and  assistance  to  thirty-one  member  com-munities. 

•  Met  repeatedly  with  state  officials  and  agency  representatives  to  influence 
policy  and  keep  the  Region  an  active  participant  in  many  ongoing  State 
Programs. 

•  Contracted  and  coordinated  the  10th,  and  largest,  regional  household 
hazardous  waste  program  in  the  Lakes  Region  serving  over  nineteen 
municipalities  in  a  one  day  super  collection. 

•  Initiated  the  start  of  the  Lake  Winnipesaukee  Watershed  Project  which  includes 
the  preparation  of  a  Manual  of  Model  Ordinances,  especially  for  communities 
having  lakefront  lands. 

•  Sponsored  local  sessions  of  the  N.H.  Law  Lecture  Series. 

•  Served  as  a  board  member  on  the  Belknap  County  Economic  Development 
Council,  a  regional  consortium  of  area  towns  for  economic  betterment. 

•  Staffed  critical  parts  of  the  U.S.  Route  3  and  N.H.  Route  11  community 
oriented  transportation  study  of  the  Route  3  &  11  transportation  corridor  from 
Franklin  to  Laconla.  The  final  report  I?  scheduled  for  early  1994. 

•  Served  on  the  Route  3  &  11  Policy  Advisory  Committee  advocating  a 
consensus  approach  for  projects  to  be  recommended  In  the  3  and  11  study. 

•  initiated  discussion  of  state  support  for  a  study  of  siting  a  conference  facility  in 
the  Lakes  Region.  Legislation  for  this  idea  was  submitted  in  1994  (SB  701). 

•  Provided  each  town  In  the  region  with  CIS  plots  of  wetlands,  through  a 
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cooperative  project  with  the  N.H.  Office  of  State  Planning.  We  are  also 
represented  on  the  N.H.  CIS  Advisory  Committee.  We  are  also  working  on  a 
cooperative  CIS  partnership  with  Plymouth  State  College. 

•  Started  data  collection  efforts  on  the  Route  16  Feasibility  Study;  a  federally 
mandated  study  designed  to  investigate  measures  to  preserve  the  Route  16 
transportation  corridor  as  an  efficient  conveyer  of  people  and  goods. 

•  Initiated  discussion  on  a  land  capability  analysis  of  the  Newfound  Lake 
watershed.  This  effort  will  be  funded  by  the  N.H.  Dept.  of  Environmental 
Services  and  will  include  assistance  from  the  Newfound  Lake  Association  and 
the  communities  within  the  watershed. 

•  Continued  to  participate  on  and  support  the  N.H.  Heritage  Trails  efforts.  The 
N.H.  Heritage  Trail  is  a  recreational  trail  generally  following  the  Pemigewasset 
and  Merrimack  Rivers  from  the  Canadian  border  to  the  Massachusetts  border. 

•  Started  a  cooperative  wetlands  evaluation  project  with  the  Audobon  Society, 
Office  of  State  Planning  and  Central  Region  Planning  Commission.  Held  two 
workshops  and  will  work  with  Ossipee  and  Wolfeboro  on  wetland  evaluations. 

•  Met  individually  with  all  thirty-one  towns  in  the  region  to  discuss  changes  to 
the  existing  regional  transportation  improvement  program.  This  information 
will  assist  the  LRPC  with  the  preparation  of  an  updated  regional  transportation 
improvement  program. 

•  Completed  point  and  non-point  source  pollution  mapping  of  towns  in  the 
Region  and  transferred  this  information  into  the  LRPC's  geographic  information 
system. 

•  Continued  to  administer  the  Region  II  Transportation  Advisory  Com-mittee  in 
coordination  with  the  N.H.  Department  of  Transportation.  This  group  meets 
throughout  the  year  and  has  established  regional  transportation  priorities  which 
are  annually  presented  to  the  Governor's  Highway  Advisory  Council  and  the 
State  Department  of  Transportation  for  future  transportation  improvement 
projects. 

•  Continued  to  administer  and  participate  in  a  number  of  master  plan  updates 
throughout  the  Region  including,  but  not  necessarily  limited  to,  Tamworth, 
Northfield,  Holderness,  Gilmanton  and  Sanbornton. 

•  Received  a  special  commendation  for  unique  and  significant  accom-plishments 
in  the  field  of  town,  city  and  regional  planning  from  the  Northern  New 
England  Chapter  of  the  American  Planning  Association  for  our  Industrial  Siting 
Study.

A  total  of  5  Dredge  and  Fill  Applications  were  processed  through  the  New 
Hampshire  Wetlands  Board.  A  bid  was  accepted  for  the  harvesting  of  timber  from 
the  Town  Forest  on  Route  16.  During  the  year,  various  members  were  able  to 
avail  themselves  of  educational  workshops  in  the  field  of  conservation. 

The  Commission  sent  an  Ossipee  student,  Harley  Perry,  to  the  Barry 
Conservation  Camp  in  Berlin.  Sponsored  jointly  by  UNH  Cooperative  Extension 
and  NH  Fish  and  Game,  this  camp  is  geared  toward  youth  who  have  an  interest 
in  the  outdoors  and  in  becoming  responsible  outdoor  users.

The  Summer  Youth  Works  Program,  made  possible  through  the  N.H.  Job 
Training  Council,  gave  us  the  opportunity  to  employ  eight  teens,  ages  14  through 
18,  for  eight  weeks  in  July  and  August.  This  summer  the  staff  completed  much 
additional  work  on  the  trails,  including  a  second  1/2  mile  loop  to  the  top  of  the 
second  hill  and  completed  clearing  a  second  scenic  overview.  They  did  over  500 
yards  of  extremely  arduous  "side  hilling"  and  countless  days  of  back-breaking, 
body-building  trail  work.  The  Elevated  Walkway  was  started  with  the  help  and 
patient  consideration  of  Skehan  Home  Center,  low  bidder  on  the  materials.  This 
opportunity  gave  these  teens  their  first  work  experience  and  gave  the  town  park 
trails  a  major  improvement.  My  hat  is  off  to  these  junior  trail  masters:  Carl  Davis, 
Jason  Dore,  Jed  Gagne,  Thomas  Greenblatt,  Jr.,  David  Grow,  Ronald  Lamarche, 
and  Trevor  Lavoie.  Amy  Sargent  worked  at  OCC.  The  program  for  next  summer  is 
being  organized,  on  time  this  year,  by  "Brook"  Brockhuizen  from  the  Granite  and 
will  hopefully  not  require  the  extraordinary  effort  to  get  funding  that  was  required 
last  summer. 

The  Town  Road  Crew  did  a  superb  job  grading  the  access  road  and  adding 
more  gravel  to  the  parking  area.  They  shaped  the  base  for  the  tennis  courts  and 
completed  widening  the  old  pit  entrance.  We  have  applied  for  assistance  from 
the  US  Army  Engineering  Battalion  in  Manchester  in  reshaping  the  old  gravel  pit 
into  more  of  an  amphitheater.  The  3000  tons  of  donated  gravel  from  Ossipee 
Aggregates  was  delivered  this  past  fall  with  the  assistance  of  the  Town 
Administrator  and  the  support  of  the  Selectmen  and  will  provide  a  major  portion 
of  the  match  for  the  grant.  Our  appreciation  to  them  for  a  job  well  done. 

Work  was  also  begun  on  the  map  for  the  entire  park  in  cooperation  with 
Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission,  Geographic  Information  Specialist.  This  has 
been  done  in  order  to  lay  out  the  tennis  courts  and  the  new  multipurpose  field. 
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We  have  also  consulted  with  Rick  Elsmore,  USDA  Soil  Conservation  Service, 
Conv^ay,  and  the  Recreation  Department  on  ballfield  grass  problems  and 
corrective  implementation  procedures. 

This  next  summer  we  plan  to  lay  the  gravel  on  the  loop  road  and  parking 
with  further  assistance  of  the  Road  Crew  and  to  lay  out  and  install  the  tennis 
courts  with  assistance  from  the  US  Army  Engineering  Battalion  in  Machester  and 
complete  the  Elevated  Walkway  with  the  N.H.  Shock  Incarceration  Unit,  Laconia. 

We  received  grant  extension  with  the  NH  Division  of  Parks  and  Recreation 
from  Joe  Quinn,  Director,  Office  of  Recreation  Services.  It  is  estimated  that  we 
will  need  this  summer  to  complete  the  project. 

I  would  like  to  take  personal  responsibility  for  an  inconvenience  or  concern 
that  the  political  squabble  over  the  Summer  Work  Program,  for  which  was 
completely  exonerated,  may  have  caused.  My  first  goal  was  to  employ  and  give  a 
first  job  experience  for  eight  Ossipee  teens  during  the  summer.  My  second  goal 
was  to  move  toward  final  completion  of  the  Constitution  Park,  Conservation  Area 
trails  and  tennis  courts.  These  were  accomplished.  In  26  years  as  a  Naval  Reserve, 
Chief  Petty  Officer,  a  veteran  of  two  major  middle  east  conflicts,  and  owner  of 
my  own  consulting  firm,  Tve  been  taught  to  take  charge  when  needed  and  get 
the  job  done. 

My  concern  this  year  was  to  put  Ossipee  youth  to  work;  my  desire  to  see  a 
nice  park  with  trails  for  all  to  walk;  to  give  access  to  pick  blueberries  or  track 
animals;  to  see  the  dew  at  dawn  and  the  fog  rising  over  the  bog;  to  observe  the 
beavers  swimming  at  dusk;  to  watch  the  brilliant  sunset  over  Ossipee  '.ake,  the 
Sandwich  Range  and  Mt.  Chocorua;  and  to  experience  the  beauty  of  the 
magnificent  natural  resources  that  Ossipee  has  been  given  and  that  we  all  live 
here  to  enjoy.  If  my  eagerness  and  enthusiasm  for  the  park  was  misplaced,  then 
please  forgive  me.  Hope  to  see  you  in  the  park  this  summer.

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ANIMAL  CONTROL 
Ossipee,  NH  -1993 

During  1993  I  responded  to  420  complaints  and  traveled  4,556  miles  As  usual, 
most  of  the  complaints  involved  dogs  running  at  large  and  being  a  nuisance  or  a 
threat  to  people  other  than  their  owners.  Thirty-three  dogs  were  impounded  at 
Pets  for  People  in  Wolfeboro,  and  21  cats  were  also  impounded  there.  Two  dogs 
had  to  be  euthanized  because  they  were  running  at  large  and  had  killed  sheep. 
Four  dead  dogs  required  cremation.  There  were  13  instances  of  dog  bites  and 
one  incident  of  a  cat  bite.  Fortunately,  rabies  was  not  involved  in  any  of  these 
cases  and  the  rabies  checks  on  2  cats  and  1  dog  were  negative. 

A  variety  of  farm  animals  were  taken  into  Protective  Custody  based  on  owner 
neglect  and  could  not  be  returned  to  the  owner  after  a  Court  Hearing.  In 
addition,  I  was  called  upon  to  investigate  complaints  of  farm  animals  at  large,  as 
well  as  complaints  of  dogs  killing  farm  animals. 

During  the  week  of  July  19-23  I  attended  the  New  England  Animal  Control 
Humane  Academy  Curriculum  given  for  Animal  Control  Officers  at  the 
Thompson  School  of  Applied  Science  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire.  It  was 
very  informational. 

I  also  attended  a  Rabies  Seminar  in  Concord  on  April  21  and  a  lecture  at  the 
Memorial  Hospital  in  North  Conway  on  December  10th.  Both  of  these  were 
sponsored  by  the  NH  Division  of  Public  Health.  Four  cases  of  rabies  were 
reported  in  NH  in  1992.  Dr.  Geoffrey  Smith's  lecture  at  the  Memorial  Hospital 
informed  us  that  'This  figure  has  rocketed  to  135  cases  this  year:  97  raccoons,  28 
skunks,  5  bats,  3  woodchucks,  2  cats,  1  pony  and  1  rabbit.  Rabies  is  slowly 
making  its  way  north  to  Carroll  County."  His  advice  to  us  here  is  to  avoid 
attracting  wild  animals  to  your  home.  "Don't  feed  your  dogs  or  cats  outdoors; 
block  up  all  of  the  holes  in  your  foundation;  take  dogs  and  cats  inside  at  night; 
don't  touch  any  dead  animals;  avoid  contact  with  all  wildlife;  teach  your 
children  to  stay  away  from  wild  animals  and  pets  other  than  your  own,  and 
vaccinate  your  pets."  It  is  mandatory  that  all  dogs  and  cats  be  vaccinated.  Over 
300  dogs  were  licensed  in  the  Town  of  Ossipee  this  year.  Your  dog  must  be 
licensed  at  the  age  of  3  months  and  every  year  thereafter. 

I  continue  to  enjoy  being  your  Animal  Control  Officer,  and  1  do  try  to  do  my 
best  for  you  and  your  animals  and  to  solve  the  problems  which  violate  the 
Animal  Control  Laws  and  your  security,  freedom  and  property  rights. 

My  continued  thanks  to  the  Selectmen,  the  Town  Administrator,  the  Ossipee 

Police  Department,  Troop  E,  the  Carroll  County  Sheriff's  Office,  the  Town  and 

State  Highway  Crews,  the  Ossipee  Sanitation  Department,  all  the  Ossipee  Town 

Office  Workers,  and  Pets  for  People  in  Wolfeboro.  Without  their  help  and 

support  my  job  would  be  impossible.

The  Agency  continues  to  provide  Nursing,  Physical,  Occupational,  and 
Speech  Therapy  services;  Home  Health  Aide,  and  Medical  Social  Services. 
Nursing  visits  are  available  24  hours  a  day  utilizing  an  on  call  system. 

The  Agency  staff  made  60.2%  more  home  visits  In  F.Y.  1993;  Ossipee's 
Increase  was  97%. 

Funding  for  these  services  Is  received  from  Medicare,  Medicaid,  and  other 
Insurances,  fees  collected,  and  a  grant  froni  the  NH  Bureau  of  Maternal  and  Child 
Health.  Gifts,  donations,  and  town  appropriated  funds  enable  us  to  continue  to 
provide  needed  services  to  those  who  need  them  without  regard  to  their  ability  to 
pay. 

In  the  Spring  of  1993,  The  Agency  moved  from  its  rental  space  on  the  corner 
of  Clark  Road  and  South  Main  Street  to  the  front,  town  side  building  of  Huggins 
Hospital.  Interestingly  enough,  the  whole  Agency  many  years  ago  occupied  the 
present  secretary's  office.  The  additional  space  at  Huggins  was  badly  needed  to 
accommodate  our  increased  staff,  and  home  care  services. 

The  VNA  of  Wolfeboro  and  Vicinity  Inc.  and  Hospice  of  Southern  Carroll 
County  will  merge  January  1,  1994  to  become  Visiting  Nurse  Association  - 
Hospice  of  Southern  Carroll  County  and  Vicinity  Inc.  The  merger  will  enable  the 
agency  to  provide  total  care  to  terminally  III  patients. 

Christmas  week,  the  VNA  suffered  a  tragic  loss  with  the  death  of  our  former 
Administrator  and  friend,  Davena  R.  DeWolf.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  working  with 
Davena  as  a  staff  nurse  for  4  1/2  years  and  as  her  Supervisor  and  Assistant  for  2 
1/2  years.  It  Is  with  her  philosophy  and  spirit,  I  now  lead  the  Agency  forward. 

The  Board  of  Directors,  staff,  and  I  thank  you  all  for  your  continued  support 
and  assistance.

Annual  Report  1993 

To  the  selectmen  and  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Ossipee,  Ossipee  Concerned 
Citizens,  Inc.  submits  its  annual  report: 

Ossipee  Concerned  Citizens  was  incorporated  on  May  12,  1975.  Shortly 
thereafter,  twelve  local  clients  received  their  first  home-delivered  meals.  Five 
years  later  the  WIC  Program,  under  the  auspices  of  OCC  for  southern  Carroll 
County,  accepted  their  first  client.  And  in  1991,  the  Ossipee  Crossings  Day  Care 
Center  was  born.  These  programs  sharing  one  location  provide  cost-efficiency, 
and  easy  access  for  area  residents. 

In  1993,  the  meals  program  served  36,451  meals,  an  increase  of  999  from 
last  year.  Of  these,  22,922  were  home-delivered,  and  12,768  were  to  Ossipee 
residents.  In  association  with  the  meals  program,  the  Wolfeboro  Visiting  Nurses 
Association  provides  free  blood  pressure  clinics  on  the  third  Thursday  of  each 
month  during  the  noontime  hour  and  each  Tuesday  morning  from  8:30  am  to 
9:00  am  at  Ossipee  Crossings.  In  addition,  the  VNA  provides  for  annual  flu  shots, 
and  periodic  health  screening  during  the  year. 

';  Many  area  seniors  enjoyed  monthly  recreational  tours  to  a  variety  of  tri-state 
points  of  interest.  One  exceptional  spring  tour  is  organized  annually  to  highlight 
the  year  of  travel.  In  1993,  participants  were  sending  postcards  from  Nashville. 

Since  1980  the  WIC  Program  has  been  offering  nutritional  counseling,  health 
screening,  and  food  vouchers  to  eligible  pregnant  women,  nursing  mothers  and 
infants  and  children  to  age  five  who  reside  in  Carroll  County.  Beginning  in  1990 
the  Commodity  Surplus  Foods  Program  (CSFP)  was  annexed  to  WIC  benefits,  with 
non-perishable  foods  distributed  monthly  to  an  additional  130  program 
participants.  Sixty  eligible  senior  households  also  receive  these  boxes  of 
nutritional  food  (an  increase  of  25  from  1992).  The  value  of  vouchers  and 
commodity  foods  provide  over  $545,000.00  of  nutrition  to  the  above 
participants. 

The  Ossipee  Crossings  Day  Care  Center  has  been  open  for  eighteen  months. 
An  excellent  staff  of  teachers,  daycare  workers,  aides,  and  volunteers  provide  a 
safe,  learning,  and  fun  environment  for  seventy-five  full-  and  part-time  children 
from  three  to  twelve  years  of  age.  Staff  and  a  volunteer  Parent  Advisory  Board 
meet  regularly  to  insure  optimal  benefits  for  all  participants.  Financial  assistance 
is  available  to  income  eligible  families.  We  welcome  all  visitors  to  our  center 
which  is  open  Monday  through  Friday  from  6:00  am  to  6:00  pm. 

Fundraising  is  essential  to  the  operation  of  our  agency.  And  although  extra 
time  must  be  spent  for  these  activities,  the  staff,  the  Board  of  Directors,  other 
organizations,  and  many  volunteers  combine  efforts  to  meet  the  need  for 
additional  funds  ($13,233.21  in  1993). 

The  annual  Santa  Project  remains  the  exacting  symbol  of  what  can  be 
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accomplished  through  the  spirit  of  cooperation.  Kingswood  Regional  High 
School,  Brewster  Academy,  VFW  Post  #8270,  the  Elks  Club  #2774,  the  Emblem 
Club,  Whittier  Lions  Club  and  Auxiliary,  Ossipee  and  Wolfeboro  Cleaners 
(Operation:  Polar  Bear),  the  Ossipee  Police  Department,  the  Ossipee  Corner  Fire 
Department,  Congregational  Churches,  the  Ossipee  Rotary  Club,  the  Ossipee 
Town  Hall,  the  Ossipee  Valley  Women's  Club,  the  Depot  Donut  Shop,  Ames 
Dept.  Store,  Shop  N'  Save,  Ski  Works,  the  Ossipee  Public  Library,  Fleet  Bank, 
First  New  Hampshire  Bank,  Belknap/Merrimack  CAP,  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America, 
Ossipee  Central  School,  and  other  groups  and  individuals  all  participated. 

Ossipee  Concerned  Citizens,  inc.  had  a  1993  operating  budget  of 
$383,775.00.  74.6  percent,  or  $286,296.15,  is  contracted  through  the  Division 
of  Health  and  Human  Services  (Division  of  Elderly  and  Adult  Services),  and  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  (Bureau  of  W.I.C.  Services).  Client 
donations,  support  by  towns,  and  fundraising  comprise  the  other  26.4  percent. 

We  are  entering  our  twentieth  year  of  service  to  the  Town  of  Ossipee.  A 
milestone  of  one-half  million  meals  served  will  be  surpassed  during  this  time 
period.  Each  month  917  WIC  participants  will  be  served  by  program  staff.  And 
gallons  of  fruit  juice,  mounds  of  jello,  hundreds  of  bowls  of  cereal,  and  bushels 
of  apples  and  oranges  will  be  consumed  by  dozens  of  our  daycare  children. 

Each  year  we  are  greatly  encouraged  by  town  support,  the  dedication  of 
board  and  staff,  and  the  excellence  of  volunteerism.  And  although  time  is 
minimal  we  never  fail  to  realize,  nor  do  we  wish  to  dilute  by  our  many  "thank 
yous"  the  importance  of  concentrated  efforts  of  so  many  in  making  Ossipee 
Concerned  Citizens,  Inc.  a  success.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  &  Citizens  of  Ossipee: 

Mission  Statement 

Our  mission  is  to  provide  the  very  best  service  in  Water  &  Wastev^ater  that  we 
can  within  the  constraints  of  our  revenues.  Also  to  be  sensitive  and  responsible  to 
our  customers'  service  needs  with  a  friendly  and  businesslike  approach  to  this 
task. 

In  January,  the  Department  faced  several  difficulties,  starting  off  with  a 
logging  operation  causing  much  muddy  water  during  runoff,  to  fishermen  leaving 
trash  on  Big  Dan  Hold  Pond  (our  source  of  water  supply)  during  fishing  through 
the  ice,  to  beaver  problems  at  the  outlet  of  Little  Dan  Hole  Pond.  Then,  in 
February  and  March,  frozen  lines  from  the  lack  of  snow  and  deep  frost 
penetration.  We  managed  to  make  it  to  spring  which  brought  to  the  Department 
several  water  leaks.  Each  was  attended  to  as  soon  as  located.  Five  of  these  leaks 
were  located  on  an  old  water  main  on  Route  16,  which  needs  replacement. 

The  Department  provided  quarterly  billings  and  by  year's  end  we  see 
revenues  were  down  from  last  year. 

To  those  assisting  in  our  cause  and  mission,  we  thank  you. 

PROIECTS 

Eleven  hundred  feet  of  two-inch  water  main  was  installed  on  Pine  River  Road  to 
assist  in  stabilizing  the  Route  16  main  pressure.  This  will  be  addressed  again  in 
the  1994  budget. 

All  sewer  services  and  some  water  services  were  upgraded  on  Huckins  Street, 
and  manhole  frames  and  covers  will  be  raised  in  1994  in  preparation  for  paving 
the  street. 

Work  is  continuing  on  the  water  improvement  project,  which  has  been 
mandated  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  and  the  State  of  N.H.  Water 
Supply  and  Control  Commission.  Our  consultants,  Hoyle,  Tanner  Associates,  are 
proceeding  with  the  design  steps  and  proper  permits,  etc.  as  to  eventually  change 
from  our  present  open  water  supply  to  gravel-packed  wells  requiring  pumps,  and 
a  large  tank  located  near  our  present  reservoir  on  Valley  Road.  We  will  eventually 
be  changing  our  rate  system  as  meters  will  be  installed  to  provide  an  accurate 
method  of  rates  and  charges. 

The  new  Ossipee  Central  School  construction  water  and  sewer  line 
changeover  used  much  of  our  time  in  addressing  water  and  sewer  system  needs. 
We  are  pleased  to  say  all  is  working  well. 

We  are  happy  to  say  no  on-the-job  injuries  for  the  year  1993.  We  still 
employ  two  part-timers,  one  caring  for  bookkeeping  and  secretary  needs,  the 
other  a  water/sewer  operator,  and  a  full-time  Superintendent.

Your  rescue  squad  has  had  a  very  active  year.  We  had  a  roster  of  1  7  members 
including  2  non-medical  members,  2  EMT-Defib,  3  EMT-EOA,  2  First 
Responders,  and  9  EMTs.  We  presently  have  3  applications  pending  acceptance 
for  membership  as  EMTs. 

All  members  are  continuing  their  training  in  a  myriad  of  medical  as  v^ell  as 
rescue  skills.  Several  members  are  signed  up  for  a  Defib  class  in  the  spring,  and 
several  are  looking  into  I.V.  training. 

Three  of  our  members  are  now  trained  and  certified  in  Stress  Debriefing.  All 
members  are  nov\/  up  to  speed  in  all  OSHA  required  equipment  and  training  as 
w^ell  as  receiving  their  Hepatitis  B  vaccine. 

Your  Rescue  Squad  responded  to  244  calls,  a  considerable  increase  over  the 
previous  year. 

The  squad  held  several  fund  raising  events  this  year.  We  held  our  first  annual 
Poker  Run  that  was  a  great  success  and  fun  for  all. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Citizens  as  well  as  the  Businesses  of  Ossipee  for  your 
continue  support,  and  we  look  forward  to  providing  our  professional  services  to 
you  in  the  future.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

During  Calendar  Year  1993,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  experienced  an 
average  number  of  wildfires.  The  three  leading  causes  of  these  wildfires  were 
campfires  left  unattended,  unsupervised  children  and  debris  fires  that  escaped 
control.  All  of  these  fires  are  preventable,  but  ONLY  with  your  help! 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention. 
New  Hampshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27  II)  requires  that,  "No  person,  firm  or 
corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire  or  burn  or  cause  to  be 
burned  any  material  in  the  open,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow, 
without  first  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the 
town  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done.'' 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $1,000  and/or  a  year 
in  jail,  and  you  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  many 
towns  in  wildland  fire  suppression  during  1993  and  participated  In  many  fire 
prevention  programs.  This  year,  the  nation  is  celebrating  Smokey  Bear's  50th 
anniversary.  The  State  of  New  Hampshire  Forest  Protection  Bureau  will  be 
working  with  many  communities  to  spread  the  fire  prevention  message  - 
"Remember  .  .  .  Only  YOU  can  prevent  forest  fires.  Fire  prevention  is  the  most 
cost  effective  fire  suppression  tool.  Please  be  careful  around  fires  and  help  us  and 
our  communities  have  a  fire  safe  year."

1993  a  year  of  changes.  From  the  start,  with  little  to  no  snow,  to  the  "Storm 
of  the  Century"  in  late  March.  This  just  reminded  us  of  what  a  normal  winter  is. 
Then  came  the  high  winds,  sun  and  no  rain  that  gave  us  the  EXTREME  fire  danger 
in  July.  A  "Cease  and  Desist"  order  to  outside  burning  was  issued  by  the  State, 
something  that  hadn't  happened  in  the  state  for  a  good  many  years.  It  also  meant 
an  increase  in  the  Fire  Patrols  to  get  the  word  out  on  the  fire  danger  and  to 
control  unlawful  burning. 

The  causes  of  the  16  fire  calls  and  the  $1560.12  spent  on  suppressing  these 
fires  where  attributed  to  residents  and  non-residents  alike,  burning  without  a  Fire 
Permit  or  burning  outside  the  prescribed  burning  time  of  5:00  pm  to  9:00  am. 
This  is  not  a  change,  and  the  laws  haven't  changed  for  almost  100  years.  Fire 
Permits  are  required  by  law  when  the  ground  is  not  completely  covered  by  snow. 

Smoke  investigations  and  service  calls  didn't  change  either.  Thanks  to  the 
State  Fire  Lookout  Tower  system  we  had  a  good  watch  over  the  Town  by  Green 
Mountain  tower.  We  found  fires  extinguished  upon  arrival  or  the  smoke 
disappeared  once  the  call  was  put  out  over  the  fire  radio.  Thank  you,  scanner 
land. 

Training  continues  to  be  a  priority.  Eleven  more  precinct  firefighters  received 
the  8-hour  "BASIC  FOREST  FIRE  SUPPRESSION"  course.  The  Town  now  has 
approximately  95%  of  all  its  firefighters  trained  to  this  State  Certification. 
Wardens  received  training  in  areas  of  locating  fires  using  the  Grid  Map  System, 
Class  "A"  foam  and  water  handling  using  portable  pumps,  hose  and  other 
appliances. 

Tools  and  equipment  saw  some  new  additions,  besides  general  upkeep  and 
maintenance.  The  Department  invested  in  a  31GPM  back  pack  gasoline  pump, 
250  feet  of  3/4  inch  hose  and  a  backpackable  150  gallon  water  tank  that  will 
improve  our  suppression  time  and  effectiveness  in  reaching  inaccessible-by- 
vehicle-area  incidents. 

The  other  change  came  in  the  area  of  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Due  to 
restriction  in  time,  my  regular  work  and  additional  family  commitments,  I  did  not 
seek  another  term  as  Warden.  This  was  not  an  easy  decision.  On  the  most  part  I 
have  enjoyed  the  job;  working  with  and  for  you  in  making  our  town  a  little  safer 
from  wildland  fires.  As  of  January  1,  1994  Deputy  Warden  Dana  B.  Cullen,  Sr. 
will  move  up  to  Town  Warden.  I  wish  Dana  the  best,  and  I  know  he  will 
continue  to  receive  the  support  I  have  appreciated  for  the  past  seven  years  that  is 
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so  valuable  to  the  success  in  keeping  our  fire  incidents  to  a  minimum. 

I  thank  you,   one  and   all,   and  yes!    REMEMBER,  ONLY  YOU  PREVENT 
FOREST  FIRES.
